Here Are Our Best Chess Strategy Tips for Beginners: 



Try to control the center from the opening to the end. 

This is one of the most important chess strategy tips for beginners to 
learn. The center is the most important section of the board since 





your pieces can pretty much have access to the whole board when 
they are correctly located in the center. 

That’s the reason why this strategic principle is so important, and it 
has been proven over and over by the best players in the world. 
These players always try to keep their pieces adding pressure to the 
center.

Always develop all your pieces as quickly as possible. 

Developing your pieces quickly is also a very important chess 
strategy since your pieces are like your army, they are the ones that 
will help you dominate the board, and eventually help you win the 
games. 

Not developing your pieces quickly can be a very serious mistake. 
By not developing your pieces quickly you might be allowing your 
opponents to take more space on the board. They could quickly 
swap you off of the board. 














Try not to move the same piece multiple times in the opening. 

Not moving the same piece multiple times in the opening goes along 
with the concept of developing your pieces quickly. This is because 
by moving the same piece multiple times, you allow your opponent 
to develop several pieces much faster. 

There are occasions on which you’ll need to move the same piece 
multiple times in order to avoid losing the piece or something else. 
But this principle still needs to be kept in mind at all times. 

Protect your king by castling as soon as possible. 

One of the main chess tactics is to always keep your king in a safe 
position, while you try to create weaknesses around your opponent’s 
king if it’s possible. 

That’s the reason why you should always castle your king as soon as 
possible. That way, it moves away from the center, which is the area 
of the board where most of the action usually takes place. It also 
helps you bring your rooks to the center more quickly. 

Don’t move your queen too soon. 

Not moving the queen too early in the game is one of the most 
important chess strategy tips for beginners. Most beginners try to 
move the queen too early in order to create mating threats on f7 or 
f2. 

These threats are usually not real and the player who moved the 
queen usually loses several tempos on trying to get the queen back 
to a safe square. 

You’ve probably heard this many times before. But “don’t move 
your queen too early in the game” is a rule that can be omitted 
sometimes. For example, if your opponent makes a huge mistake 


that you can punish immediately by starting an attack with your 
queen. 

Connect your rooks and place them on the columns that will be open. 

The rooks are usually the most difficult pieces to activate. This is 
because they can only move horizontally and vertically. It’s not easy 
to move these heavy pieces when there are not open columns. 

That’s one the reasons why castling your king early is very 
important. It helps you bring one of the rooks closer to the center. 

You should also always try to anticipate which columns are the ones 
that are most likely to be opened during the game, so that you are 
the first one to take advantage of the open columns with your own 
rooks. 

Think twice before moving your pawns. They can’t go back. 

As you already know, pawns can only move forward. That’s the 
reason why this is a fundamental chess strategy for players of all 
levels, not only for beginners. 

Another very important chess strategy tip is that pawns are the 
pieces with more limitations when it comes to mobility. So pawns 
are always very important for determining the nature of the position 
and the plans that each player should follow. 

If you have a bad piece, try to exchange it very quickly. 

Being able to identify when any particular piece doesn’t have a 
bright future is a very important aspect of chess strategy at all levels. 
This actually makes a difference between novice players and 
masters. 

When a bishop is blocked by its own pawns because they are 
located on squares of the bishop’s same color, usually the bishop is 


considered to be a bad piece. It’s a wise decision to exchange it with 
another piece of the same value whenever it’s possible. 

Bishops tend to be better pieces than knights when the position is 
wide open. Knights tend to be better pieces in closed positions 
because they are the only ones that can jump over other pieces.

Basic Principles 
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choice is essential for the progression of the game. Openings are 
often very complex and for beginners.

So it would be wise to choose to play simple chess as a newcomer 
instead of cramming in certain theoretical lines. 

Not all openings are as suitable for beginners as they are for experts. 

Many openings require intimate knowledge of deep, strategic ideas 
and move-order subtleties. First of all, it is key to always remember 
these 5 opening principles: 

1. Control the center. (Specifically the e4, d4, e5, d5 squares) 

2. Develop your pieces to actively create threats. 

3. Try not to move a piece twice. 

4. A knight on the rim is dim. (Developing towards the center 
greatly increases the mobility and scope of your pieces) 

5. Get your king safe. (Leaving your king in the center can 
dangerously expose you to tactics) 

Once we’ve familiarized these essential chess opening principles, 
we can look for suitable beginner chess openings. 

The best chess openings for beginners should meet the following 
criteria: 

1. Easy to learn so you can start playing it straight away. 

2. Based on key ideas, not endless memorization of theory. 

3. Leads to a comfortable middlegame. 

Taking into account these beginner chess tactics, the Italian game 
for White with 1. e4 e5 2. Nf3 Nc6 3. Bc4 and the Sicilian Defense 


for Black with 1. e4 c5 are pretty easy openings that follow very 
logical patterns. They are easy to understand for beginners.
